Merit Pay for Teachers 


The discussion by members of the 


Appleton Board of Education over the 
automatic across-the-board pay raise for 
teachers every year is something that is 
going to be repeated by other boards and 
by other teachers' associations. The fact 
is that beginning salaries for teachers are 
now at a reasonably comparable level with 
other beginning salaries for men and 
women with similar educational require- 
ments. But school boards are1 faced with 
the need of expanding the opportunities 
for good teachers with years of experience 
at a time when there is still a shortage 
of teachers on the market. 


The shortage is not going to get much 


better — and may get worse — until the 
boom babies now in the early years of 
high school graduate from college. 
But 


a lot of taxpayers and some teachers are 
beginning to recognize that high beginning 
salaries are not the best or most effective 
way of encouraging smart young people 
to go into teaching or to keep them there. 


The report issued by the Public Ex- 


penditure Survey of Wisconsin shows that 
beginning teaching salaries rank third of 
seven levels in comparison with those of 
other public positions in Wisconsin with 
similar educational requirements. 
Maxi- 


mum salaries actually rank second. 


But these comparisons are not with 


private business, and industry where the 
majority of teachers who leave the pro- 
fession go. We have no exact figures. We 
would speculate that beginning salaries 
are about comparable but ths advantages 
to the person of ability and imagination to 
better his opportunities look much better 
in private industry than they do in teach- 
ing- 


A Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 


cation study several years ago said that 
"the weakness of the typical salary struc- 
ture in teaching is not simply that it is in 
general too low but that it is too rigid — 
too narrow from top to bottom, too un- 
related to ability and performance, and 
too prone to treat all teaching assignments 
as if they were essentially identical." 


At the college level, despite salary 


schedules, there is a considerable amount 
of bargaining and dickering. A study made 
by a New York Times reporter indicated 
that there is a considerable amount of 


raiding of faculty on campusei. Tht ma- 
jor lure seemed to be not merely an in- 
crease in salary but various fringe benefits 
such as health and educational aids to a 
professor's family, a small teaching load, 
opportunity for independent research and 
study, paid sabbaticals, and a definite 
recognition of the professor's standing and 
competence in his field. Almost all these 
benefits are denied in general to the 
teacher in the elementary or secondary 
fields. 


But there are signs of change. One city 


Board of Education in Wisconsin has ap- 
proved in principle paid leaves of absences 
for teachers to further their education. 
Some boards pay at least part of the edu- 
cational costs 
of teachers 
in 
summer 


school. More and more are 
permitting 


leaves of absence so teachers can take 
advantage of foundation grants for study, 
with the assurance of a job back. 


But as the Public Expenditure Survey 


report says, "the most immediate need 
at the present time is the replacement of 
the present 'lock step' philosophy of the 
typical salary schedule with a philosophy 
of providing financial rewards for out- 
standing competency and achievement in 
the classroom." 


Within the bounds .of the salary sched- 


ule, recognition can be given in part by 
raising the maximum salaries for years 
of experience and for increased education. 
But this is only a partial solution. At worst 
it gives reward to the teacher who has 
hung on the longest irregardless of abil- 
ity or competence. It does not differen- 
tiate between solid educational study in 
one's field and a pursuance of snap courses 
even at the master's degree level. Its 
rigidity contributes, we suspect, to the in- 
crease in supervisory positions in many 
schnnls, since these jobs can be negotiated 
outside of a schedule. 


A system of merit pay somehow has 


to be devised that will give real recogni- 
tion financially or through special benefits 
to the teacher of excellence. But in to- 
day's teachers' market, it will have to come 
through the cooperation and perhaps even 
the instigation of teachers and a realiza- 
tion by them that automatic across-the- 
b'oard raises in these days of skyrocketing 
taxes are a handicap to such recognition 
and the advancement of their profession. 


China Has Troubles 


An article in a Chinese publication, 


obviously released with the approval of 
the Red government in Peiping. has stated 
that the great leap forward toward mas- 
sive industrialization has been abandoned 
for the time being in order to raise more 
food. Figures received in Washington of 
trade between the Soviet Union and Red 
China indicate that China is definitely in 
serious economic straits. 


In 1961 China exported 
to Russia 


$180.000.000 worth of products more than 
it received. Over-all, Russia cut its exports 
to China by 60 per cent between 1959 and 
1961. 
China cut its exports to Russia by 


about 30 per cent. 


Even more ^tartling are the area? in 


vhich the cuts occurred. Russia's machin- 
ery exports to China were off 80 per cent. 
Only thirty-three tractors, thirty automo- 
biles and a handful of machine tools went 


to China, supposedly in desperate need of 
the machines, not merely for industrializa- 
tion but for the every day business of 
living. Nor can we assume that China had 
reached a degree of manufacturing itself 
so that it no longer needed the Russian 
imports. The lack of machine goods in 
agriculture is one reason for the near 
famine situations in many parts of the 
country. 


Meanwhile China's exports to Russia 


included nee. meat, shoes and dairy prod- 
ucts, items which they could ill afford to 
send away. 


The drop in trade undoubtedly indi- 


cates that Red China is still in a crisis state 
economically. It may also be an indication 
that the Soviet Union is not overly eager 
to build up its sprawling neighbor no 
matter how dedicated both countries are 
to the tenets of Karl Marx. 


No Cure tor Drug Addiction? 


A panel of physicians, psychologists 


and 
pharmacologists, 
commissioned by 


President Kennedy six months ago to study 
the problems of narcotics addiction, have 
come up with a report. The mam con- 
clusion seems to be that so far the curing 
of addiction is a never-never land and no 
one method has proved really successful. 


According to the panel, drug abuse is 


"a 
manifestation of underlying psycho- 


logical or physiological disorders about 
\vhich we have little knowledge and no 
cure at present." Addicts, without drugs. 
"would not otherwise be normal members 
of society but whose inadequacies would in 
all likelihood manifest themselves in some 
other way." 


The members of the panel indicated 


that they preferred the United States 
rather than the British method of attempt- 
ing cures. The British reduce the dosage 
as far as the addict can tolerate it and 
then measure out to him a regular dosage. 
Obviously this is not a cure but rather 
an acceptance of the situation enabling 
the addict to have his drugs hut in as 
tmall amounts as he can live with. In the 
United States, treatment attempts to ter- 
minate the habit completely. The really 
critical time comes in "a long, strictly su- 
pervised, highly controlled parole period, 
with legal and practical measures to assure 
that the parolee remains drug-free." 


But unlike the alcoholic, the narcotics 


addict has a poor record of real rehabilita- 
tion. 
Statistics from some of the best 


institutions show a high percentage of re- 


turns, usually within a few months of dis- 
charge. It seems to be practically impos- 
sible to keep all drugs off the market 
despite the tightness of our laws or the 
alertness of the members of the Narcotics 
Bureau. From the medical point of view. 
keeping an addict away from drugs simply 
because there are none around is no cure 
anyway. 


The panel also reported that, contrary 


to movies and TV shows, the peddler-of 
narcotics has little to do with addiction. 
The habit seems to be "sprrad from user 
to user and only rarely initiated by the 
pusher with economic motives in mind." 
Nevertheless those economic motives in 
the black market have something to do 
with the high price of drugs and the in- 
cidence of crime among addicts seeking 
desperately to get the price of a fix. 


The President's panel certainly found 


no easy answer to the narcotics problem. 
It merely gave some more concrete evi- 
dence that addiction won't be wiped out 
by stricter laws or readily accessible drugs 
either. It's both a medical and a sqcial 
problem that will plague some individuals 
for some time.

Research studies have shown that nothing can re- 


place an adequate breakfast, not even a morning cof- 
fee break. Scientists at the University of Iowa College 
of Medicine recently conducted a series of tests with 
office and factory workers ranging in age from 18 to 
36 years. 


The scientists found that when people eat an ade- 


quate breakfast, rather than just a coffee break, they 
generally are more productive during the late morn- 
ing hours, are quicker in their reactions and don't tire 
so easily or get that before-lunch sag. The studies 
also indicate that children who start the day with a 
good breakfast are more likely to do well in studies 
and games.
